NEW RULES OF THE REPUBLICAN
ARTY.
Tue report of the committee appointed to
devise new rules for the government of the
oonventions of tha Republican party of Phi.
ladelphia has at last been completed, and we
believe it is to be acted npon by the conven-
tion this afterncon. As many months of
ardoous labor were devoted to the preparation
of this precions docnment, it was mnatural to
expeot that it would embrace a promising
plan for the eradication of all partisan

evils which have  hitherto been
matters of general complaint, and that
it would make many radical changes

in a gystem which is well known to be inhe-
rently viciouns and bad. Any man who reads
tho rules with the hope that they will pave
the way for a thorough reform, however, will
be sady disappointed. They provide ma-
chinery that is likely to prevemt unseemly
hand-to-hand struggles over the primary
ohairmanship of the respective conventions,
by declaring that a member of the City Ex-
pontive Committee shall act as the prelimi.-
pary chairman of each convention; bat be-
pond this questionable virtus we scarcely see
another new provision that is worthy of an
instant's favorable consideration. The true
gitla of the new rules should, be *‘a soheme to
bind more olosely than ever more than
fifty thousand Republican voters of
Philadelphia to the triumphant chariot
whe:ls of a handful of wire-pullers, whose
loaling aim is self-aggrandizement at the
oxp nee of the publie.” The rules were mani-
featly framed to enable a ring or a few rings
to rale or ruin the Republican party of

thia  oity. They do mnot em-
body &  single reform  of real
fmportance, Instead of giving enlarged

powers to the people and increasing the
ohances of good mominations, they diminish
the powers hitherto exercised and inerease
the probabilities that nominations for places
of honor and profit will be monopolized by
professional politicians whose highest aim is
plunder. The rules provide that no Republi-
can oan vote at a delegate election unless he
is previously registered, and by a series of
ingenious arrangements the whole machinery
of the party is passed over absolutely to the
oontrel of the backs who manipulate the
primary elections for officers to hold delegate
olections, the appointment of the partisan
registering officers, and the choice of mem-
bors of the City Executive Committee, who
will virtually control, ina great measure, each
of the different conventions, In all nomi-
pations made nunder this system g
few adroit managers and their tools will exer.
cise » paramount influence, and the body of the
Republican voters will have little more vaice
in the nominations than in the selection of
an Emperor for China. We know it may be
said, in veply to this objection, that voters
who do not attend to the drudgery of cau.
ounses, repeated partisan elections, and con-
ventions do not deserve to have a voice in
nominations, but the fallacy of this argnment
14 well anderatood by all intelligsnt Republi-
cans. It wshould be the aim of a
groat party to invite ralher
§> repel the co-operation of all its members,
aad especially of those who are not profes.
@ional place-hunters, in the salastion of ean-
didates; but the tendenoy of the new rales is
o throw this relection more exclusively than
over into the bands of the parasites of the
pArty and their personal dependants. The
adoption of the proposed new system, after
Ropes of sinocere reform had been awakened,
cau soarcely fail to exert a deeply disastrous

influence wupon the Republisan organi.
mtion of this e¢ity. Saoh an un-
fortunnte blunder will indioats

more clearly than volnmes of comment that
the blood-suckers of the party will not be
content until they drain the last drop of its
vitality; and if the party cannot muster up
sufficient strength and resoclution to detach
them from its bleeding veins, it does not re-
quire much prophelic ken to discover what
fate awnils the Repnblican organization of
Philadelphlis,

THE PRESIDENT ON
UNITY,
Tue President has addressed a measage fo
Congress recommending that the representa-
tive of this Government at Berlin be placed
upon the same footing as those at London
and Paris. One reason assigned for this is
that by the union of the German States into
a great empire, the duties and responsibili-
ties of our diplomatio representative will be
greatly increased; but more important than
this is the fact that Germany has not only
become a first-class power, but the leading
power in Europe. The message of the Pre-
sident is, for the most part, made up of sin-
cere and hearty congratulations upon the ac-
complishment of the unification of Germany,
and the comparison between the Govern.
ments of the United States and the German
Empire is just and forcible, The Presi-

dent says: —

“The bringing of great masses of thoughtful and
free people onder & single government must tend
to meke governments what alone they should be,
the representatives of the will and the organization
of the power of the people. The adoption in En-
rope of the American system of union under the
control and direction of a free people, educated to
self-restraint, cannot fail to extendrrupmnr instita.
tions and 1o enlarge the peaceful influénce of Ame.
rican idess. The relations of the United Btates with
Germapy are intimate and cordlal™

The President thinks, as the mosat olear-
headed men in this couniry and in Europe
have thought, that the predominance of an
educated, home-loving, steady, free, and vir-
tuous people, such ss the Germans certainly
are, will be n benefit to themselves, to En-
rope, and to the buman race. He does not
look upon the establishment of the German
Empire as the glorification of a particular
race of princes, but as the realization of the
hopes and dreams of a people who have made
and are making steady advances in the direc-
tion of true liberty, whbo respect the law, and
who are in reality the only people in Europe
who appear to 'understand what republican-
ism really is. The most substintial addi-
tions that are made to the popnlatien of this
country by foreign immigration come from

GERMAN

Germany, and this of itself is a
bond of gympsathy between the two
nations that is of the highest

importance now that Germany has suddenly
obtained such an ascendancy upon the conti-
nent of Lurope. The fact that Garmany has
become a first-class power is of itself a suf-
ficient resson for Congress to oarry out the
recommendation of the President in regard
to increasing the salaries of our Minister and
the Secretary of Legation at Berlin, and we
hope, therefore, that the message will receive
both in the Sevate and House the attention
it deserves.

Tur Public Buildings Commission, in view

that they should be erected upon Penn
Square, and thus cause the office-letting busi-
ness in the neighborhood of Independence
Hall to be broken up. The character of the
opposition to the Penn Bquare project is so
well know that it is remarkable it should be
able to obtain even & hearing at this day, and
the Building Commission should as rapidly as
possible proceed to render impossible any
further sgitation of a subject that bas been

OBITUARY.
Henry stelnwny.

Henry Bieinway, the founder of the celebrated
plano manufacturing firm of Steinway & Sons,
died yestorday morning at his residence In New
York ecity. Mr, Bteinway was a natlve of the
Daochy of Brusswick, Germany, and wss born
on the 15th of February, 1707. He early dis-
played a taste for music and a particular talent
for the construction of musical instruments,
He learned cabinet-making, worked in an organ
factory, and studied the art of plano-

making. In 1850 he arrived in New York, and
in 1853, in connection with his sons, started a
piane manufactory and turncd out about one
Instrument per week. The business rapidly in-
creased, and ot the end of & year the firm re-
moved {0 larger quarters. In 1855 the Steinway
planos galned a gold medal at the New York
Industrial Exhibition of the American Institule,
held at the Crystal Palace, which brought them
prominent!y into notice.

In 1860 the firm occupled its present factory,
to which additions have been made at various
times as the fame of the Btenway pianos and
the bnsiness of manufacturing them increased.
Mr. Henry Steinway had not for severa! years

been actlively engaged in business.

The Hero of the “Onelda” Disaster—fis Bre-
ther of Jnnnlen Neoteriety.

Readers will doubtless remember distinetly
the Joes of the United States gunboat Ouneida,
near Yokobama, and the fate of her gallaunt
crew, The slight sentence of six months' sus-
pension of Captain Evre, of the British steam-
ship Bombay, caused every beart to revolt at
the etandard of Britieh injustice.
